"Si quieres ser alguien, estudia, 
si quieres tener algo ...... trabaja" 

Estas palabras bien pueden ser de esas 
que llegan a la celebridad y que se pue¬ 
den citar como los adagios populares 
que forman la filosofía de las multitudes. 

Mi propósito en esta ocasión no 
es hacer un estudio de las fraces céle¬ 
bres, por lo tanto me concreto a dar a 
conocer mi manera de pensar en lo que 
se relaciona al estudio y al trabajo. 

El estudio coloca al individuo en 
situación superior al individuo que no 
tiene estudios y que además no se inte¬ 
resa por hacerlos. En esta forma es na¬ 
tural entender que la persona con una 
buena base escolar esta mas bien capa¬ 
citada para entender y resolver proble¬ 
mas mejor que la que no tiene ninguna 
base; desde luego en este caso la expe¬

En la actualidad se requieren 
muchos mas conocimientos para el tra¬ 
bajo del campo; por esta razón se han 
creado las escuelas de agricultura. Es 
lógico suponer que una persona con es¬ 
tudios en agricultura resolverá mejor 
los problemas que la persona que no en¬ 
tiende técnicamente esos problemas. 

Hoy en día cuando una persona 
solicita un empleo, tiene que llenar una 
forma y es parte importante para con¬ 
seguir el empleo, que la persona tenga 
una base de estudios adquiridos en la 
escuela. Las personas que no tienen esa 
base, se ven aventajadas por las perso¬ 
nas que si los tienen. 

Nunca antes hubo tantas facilida¬ 
des para estudiar, como las hay actual¬ 
mente. Las autoridades de educación, 
han establecido planteles donde se im¬ 
parten enseñanzas por las que se puede 
aprender desde las cosas mas sencillas, 
hasta las mas complicadas, desde corte 
de pelo, hasta ingeniero especializado. 
Además de estas facilidades también hay 
gran cantidad de cursos por correspon¬ 
dencia, que sin que el estudiante tenga 
que abandonar sus ocupaciones o su do¬ 
micilio, puede prepararse para una ca¬ 
rrera u ocupación de su predilección, 
que a su tiempo, le dará una situación e 
conómica mas firma y que sea de agra¬ 
do suyo. 

Por desgracia la mayoría de las 
personas son apáticas para el estudio. 
Los salones de las escuelas de cursos 
especiales o para adultos se ven punto 
menos que desiertos. Es lastimoso que 
en contraste, todos los centros de diver¬ 
siones están a reventar, la diversión to¬ 
ma el tiempo que debería dedicarse al 
estudio. 

El trabajo es otro factor impor¬ 
tante para que el individuo se convierta 
en agente de progreso de la comunidad 
en que vive. El individuo que se dedica 
con ahínco a su trabajo, es respetado 
por las personas que lo rodean, él a su 
vez sabe que no es una carga o un pará¬ 
sito que succiona el sudor y la sangre
